But they may be 
the .ipearhcarf of nn attack which sometlny 
will conquer what Is perhaps the most hor- 
rible disease of all mankind's nilmenLs. 

Some day. iiirely. the nnnnnncement of 
cancer'.^ corifiiicst wlJI come— In tJio.^e careful 
words which, to the honor of medical ethics 
nnd .scientific caution, are used to Ruard the 
sufferer from false hopes. Bvit tlie an- 
nouncement will come only if all who control 
nuclear research will use the wisdom that 
their .solemn obligation demand.-;. A begin- 
ning of that wisdom would be to remove the 
whole atomic proBram as far as passible from 
politico. 

The two developments that Mr. Strau.vi 
mentioned were made po.sslble by radioactive 
clement from the Oak Ridfic atomic pile. 
That same pile la the source of wenpon.i most 
Important to our national defen-ie. And .-^Ince 
national defense Is the re.sponsibility of gov- 
ernment, and the government 1."; a political 
Etructure. the divorce of science from politics 
la not coay. to achieve. 

Mr. Strauss' disclosures were made In con- 
nection with the atomic energy commission'^ 
appeal for restoration of a 548,000.000 cut in 
Its appropriation by the house of rcpreseiUa- 
tlvcs. What particularly disturbed the com- 
mission's chairman. David Lllienthal, was 
that the house had specified that this cut 
must be made In basic research. 

Many, If not most, of the world's great dis- 
coveries have originated in basic research. 
That Is, the sclenllst did not set out to Invent 
something specific. More of ten he discovered 
that he could explain and control -some action 
or behavior In nature. The practical applica- 
tions came later. 

The Held of atomic energy Ls still largely 
uncharted. And we nre willing to go along 
with Mr. Llllenthars earlier statement that 
scientist.^ do not Icnow In what section of that 
field new discoveries may be found. 

So when rongressmnn Taber and his house 
appropriations cDmmittee confidently .say 
where and how the atomic energy appropria- 
tion Is to be .spent, they are Implying they 
have knowledge which Mr. Lllienthal says the 
scientists don't p5.s.se.ss. 

Mr. Llilentlial has consistently refused In 
play politic.! in non-political matters. So 
WB believf that when he a.sks that the ap- 
propriation cut be restored, he Is speaking 
honestly and without political motives. 

Congre.'v'iman Taber and company have as- 
sumed a big responsibility In doling out funds 
to the atomic scientists. Yet they have 
dealt with the funds o-s if the atomic energy 
program was Just another routine political 
matter. 

But the atomic energy commLsslon is not 
Just another agency. It in not .simply a bomb 
factory. Its activities are concerned with lite 
BA well as death. They may hold the key to 
cancer's cure as well as to incredible de.slruc- 
tlon. Yet it Is conceivable that that key might 
be lost or at least misused If, In the last 
analysis, the course of atomic research were 
to be directed by politicians, rather than by 
scientists.
